W here th e 
laws will 
perm it Mr. 
T a ft will suggest th a t electors for the 
tick et nam ed a t Chicago shall be put 
up by petition. 
Tf the laws in certain 
sta te s prohibit th e nam ing of electors 
by petition, then the p resident will di­ 
rect his cam paign m an ag e r to resort 
to w h a tev er legal step m ay be neces­ 
sa ry to enable the people ev eryw here 
to indicate their choice as betw een 
Taft. Roosevelt and Wilson. 
T h e p resid en t’s position in this con­

The attorney general say s th a t th e 
senate, having determ ined th a t Lori- 
m er’s election was invalid, th e situ a­ 
tion is th at the legislature of Illinois 
of 1909 failed to elect a senator.

would have been little talk of a de 
p artm ents is not so pressing as their 
were not going to vote this fall. 


Nonpolitical Departments. 
T he discussion of the d ep artm e n t of 
labor bill brought out the grow ing 
conviction th a t there should be less 
politics and more business in the va 
rlous dep artm ents.

Apparatus 
For 
Launching 
Lifeboats 
From a Ship’s Dock. 
The Martin davit for launching life­ 
boats at sea is simple, speedy and safe. 
The arrangement Is such that oue man 
can swing out and safely launch a fully 
loaded boat in less than two minutes. 
The davit arms are mounted on cam 
shaped tracks and are actuated by the 
turning of a crank which sots In mo­ 
tion a simple worm gear acting on a 
shaft connecting both arms of the ap^ 
paratus. 
By this means the lifeboat is 
swung to the outboard position and is 
then lowered as quickly or as slowly 
as may be desired under the perfect 
control of a strong band brake. 
The Martin davit does away entirely 
with the manifold dangers arising from

the use of manila rope as falls, being 
equipped with galvanized wire, special­ 
ly woven for the purpose. 
The dangers attending the use of ma 
nlla rope falls have long been apparent 
to seamen, and where possible manila 
rope has been sui>erseded in the rig 
ging. and even mooring and towing 
hawsers are now commonly made of 
steel wire. 
The chief danger in using 
manila rope for lifeboat falls lies in 
the fact that when wet the ropes swell 
and are very apt to jam In the sheaves, 
making It almost Impossible, If not al­ 
together impossible, to lower the boat. 
In addition to this, they often become 
frozen, In which condition they are 
•bout as pliable as a bar of iron. 
All bearings are self lubricating, so 
that the davit can always be operated, 
even In cases where It has been neg 
leeted by those appointed to look after 
it. 
The working parts of the davit 
are Inclosed in a water tight casing,

Equalization by the Tax Commission 
A fter the county board of equaliz­ 
ation has completed its work tile 
county auditor prepares an abstract 
of assessment of property in each of 
• he towns, villages and cities of the 
county, showing, In separate columns 
the assessed value of land, the as­ 
sessed value of structures and im­ 
provements thereon, and the assessed 
value of each class of personal prop­ 
erty. 
This abstract is forwarded to 
the tax commission on or before tile 
fourth Monday in August. 
Prior to 1909 the final equaliza­ 
tion values was vested in a state 
hoard of equalization consisting of 
the governor, the state auditor, the 
atto rn ey general, and one member 
from each judicial district of the 
state. 
This board was abolished in 
Jan u ary , 1909, by act of the legis­ 
lature, and the duties and powers 
vested in it were transferred to the 
tax commission. 
At the outset of its work as a 
state board of equalization the tax 
commission deemed to get aw ay as 
far as possible from the arb itrary 
method of determ ining values th at 
had heretofore been followed, es­ 
pecially in relation to real estate, 
and to suostitute some method that 
would afford a uniform m easure of

it was not u ntried experiment.

had been used in Wisconsin and in 
some taxing districts of other states 
w ith very satisfactory results. 
Briefly stated, the "sales m ethod" 
consists in obtaining from each coun­ 
ty of the state u ata showing all bona 
fide sales of real estate during a giv­ 
en period with the true considera­ 
tion paid for each tract or lot tr a n s ­ 
ferred and the assessed value of the 
same as shown by the last real estate 
assessment. 
Wien this inform ation 
it is a simple m atter to determine the 
percentage of assessed to true value. 
The method is based 
upon 
the 
proposition th a t nothing else so fair­ 
ly measures the true value of real 
estate as the price actually paid for 
it in a normal transaction, and by a 
normal 
transaction 
is meant, 
an 
ow ner willing b u t not obliged to sell, 
and a purchaser willing 
but 
not 
obliged to buy. 
It is the best m eas­ 
ure of value th a t the commission has 
been able to find, because each sale 
made under such conditions repre­ 
sents the judgm ent of at least two 
minds— the seller and the buyer— as 
to the true value of a given piece of 


property. 
It is universally recog­ 
nized by courts as the best evidence 
of value, and iii the final analysts is 
the basis of nearly all expert opin­ 
ions iii such matters. 
Having ascertained the actual con­ 
sideration in all bona tide sales of 
property in each town, village and 
city of a county during a given per­ 
iod, together with the assessed vaii.e 
of the same, it is a simple m athe­ 
matical calculation to find the av­ 
erage ratio or per cent of assessed to 
true value* 
The form ula may be 
stated as follows: 
"As the assessed 
value of the lands sold is to the con- 
sderation paid for them, so is the as­ 
sessed valuation of the real estate of 
the entire county to the full and true 
value thereof.” 
The next article will show how 
the data for the "sales m ethod’’ is 
gathered and w hat use is made of it.

Right Jealously Guarded. 


MIGHT OF THE LOWER HOUSE 


Th# enorm ous 
Power 
It W ields by 
Reckon of Its Grip Upon the Purse of 
the N ation— Absolute Democracy of 
the Committee of the Whole. 


The bouse of representatives of the 
people of the United States, the great 
demos, the source of all power, the 
basis upon which the great super 
structure of the government rests, 
dates back to the Magna Charta, and 
its immediate ancestor was the first 
parliament of Henry IV., In the bf 
teentb century, lu Henry's parliament 
the representatives of the people es 
ta bushed tiuaiiy and forever that all 
revenue bills must originate in the 
lower house, which should hold the 
purse of the people and without which 
not a wheel tu the legislative, the ex 
ecutire or the Judicial branch of the 
government could turn. 
It is because of this parliament that 
there Is no ways and means committee 
in the senate aud that when any treaty 
or commercial arrangement or any 
thing involving the payment of money 
la Introduced, any appointment or legis­ 
lation ta proposed, the house of repro I 
•e la tiv es raises Its mighty hand amil 
settles the matter according to the 
will of the people through their repro 
eentnfives, for it eau defeat any meas 
tire or any person by merely declin 
tug to appropriate the money necessarj 
to pay for that measure or person 
When this great committee on ways 
and means presents Its business to the 
house of representatives and the house 
goes into committee of the 
whole 
house on the state of the Union the 
assemblage at once resolves Itself Into 
a body as absolutely democratic as the 
8axon Witenagemot or the New Eng 
land town meeting. 
Every symbol of 
a popular assemblage is religiously ob 
Barred. 
The speaker leaves the chair, 
and a chairman la elected who Is not 
the speaker. Not even so much as the 
prestige of the regular presiding officer 
la allowed to hamper the freedom of 
debate. The speaker goes down to the 
floor and bas no more privileges than 
the most obscure member of the house 
The mace, the emblem of authority, 
la put under the speaker’s table to 
abow that the house deliberates with 
oat interference from anybody. 
The 
mace is really a weapon, a stout wood 
en stick with a metal bend, and used 
to be the favorite weapon of fighting 
priests of the middle ages. They were 
forbidden by ecclesiastical low to use 
swords, but got around the law by 
using the mace, a terrible weapon, 
against the armored men of the time. 
In the choice of the mace as the type 
of authority the Idea of democracy 
was rigidly carried out. 
In the early 
days only a few men out of the whole 
were authorized to wear swords, but 
any and all of the people could use a 
good stout stick, and so the weapon 
of their 
majesties the people w asl 
chosen. 
When the speaker presides 
and any members show signs of in 
duiglng In fisticuffs and will not ot>e.v 
the speaker's gavel the sergeant at 
arms or his deputy Is directed to “show 
\ the mace.” 
That functionary seizes 
the mace and marches up to the offend 
lag members, who are supposed to be 
awed Into good behavior at sight of 
this big stick. 
Not long ago, when two members got 
Into a row and it seemed as lf blows 
were 
about 
to 
be exchanged, 
the 
•peaker promptly ordered the sergeant 
at-arms to show them the mace. 
The 
sergeant took the mace, marched up to 
the two belligerents and stood, mace 
In hand, majestically, before them. 
This, however, bad not the slightest 
affect, and the sergeant at arms aux 
lonely Inquired of a member sitting 
Otxt. “What am I to do with the mace 
QOW ? " 
To which the member responded In a 
Stage whisper, “Peck 'em on the head 
lr!th It!" 
! This suggestion brought down the 
tense, and a roar of laughter and ap­ 
plause followed, In which even the 
teillgerents w ere obliged to Join. 
In general, however, before the mace 
can be shown, the members rush in 
and separate meu whose tempers have 
got the better of them, who have ex 
dunged the lie or the blow that always 
follows. 
Members engaging In these 
rows are always called before the bar 
of the house and sternly reprimanded 
by the speaker, who talks like a Dutch 
uncle to them and calls them by name. 
Tills “naming” Is the only time a mem- 
her’s name is used in debate. 
He Is at 
>ther times “the member from So and 
\oH or “the gentleman from So and so.” 
These collisions rarely, lf ever, occur 
jetween members anywhere except on 
be floor of the house. 
Everything Is 
e m itte d In the freedom of debate, 
tor Is a member beld accountable out- 
ide for anything he may say on the 
ipor. Through this freedom of speech 
um bers say tilings they would not 
are to utter elsewhere. 
In the old 
ays duels followed the exchange of 
‘y Ile, and the Graves Cllley duel, the 
olm Randolph and Henry Clay duel 
ad many historical encounters took 
lace. But In the evolution of govern 
tent the principle became firmly fixed 
tat there must be absolute freedom 
* debate and that no man could be 
>ld responsible outside for anything 
tld on the floor of either house. 
And 
* the dueling practice was dropped In 
•Ogress long before public sentiment 
wMsbed it elsewhere.

id In every way the freedom of

NOVEL CANAL TOWBOAT. 


Electrically Driven and Operated on a 
Submerged Rail. 
A novel method of towing canal 
barges, in which the towboat, which 
can be exceptionally small, operates 
on a submerged rail, has been recently 
tried out on the Dortmund-Ems canal, 
Germany, says Popular Mechanics. Be­ 
cause of the economy and simplicity 
of the system and for the reason that 
it minimizes the disturbance of the 
bottom and sides of the canal, thus 
eliminating dredging to a great extent, 
it Is said thnt It may take tile place 
of nil other systems in Germany. 
The single rail on which the tow­ 
boat runs Is loosely anchored at the 
bottom of the canal In such a manner 
that It can be easily lifted even higher 
than the surface of the water when 
repairs are to be made without dis 
ttirblng any of Its Joints or anchorage 
while at the same time any excessive 
displacement In a horizontal direction 
is prevented by the particular method 
of anchorage In use.

and driven by electric power grip the 
head of the rail between them, normal­ 
ly lifting it from one foot six inches 
to three feet twenty-five inches above 
the bottom of the canal. So lifted, the 
weight of the rail gives friction or 
tractive force to the trolley wheels, 
thus Just reversing the means of trac­ 
tion of the ordinary railroad in that 
the tractive power is provided by the 
weight of the suspended rail Instead 
of by the weight running over It. 
In the experiments so far made It 
has been found that 75 per cent of the 
electrical energy consumed Is trans­ 
formed Into motive power and that a 
saving of 50 per cent In cost of tow­ 
age is effected. 
The power Is taken 
from an overhead wire 
The towboat 
can be very small, as Its size has 
nothing to do with its towing capacity, 
and therefore It can be lifted out of 
tho water under any bridge crossing 
the canal for the purpose of readjust 
ments or repairs.

It was In the state of Kansas that 
the great bank robbery occurred In 
180—, and three men, Tom Gallagher, 
Mike Farragh aud a man commonly 
known as Colorado Jim, were con 
vlcted. 
The day after the crime was com­ 
mitted Donald Redfield was walking 
on a street in Topeka when he wa a 
taken In hand by a sheriff'on a charge 
of being one of the bank robbers. 
At 
first he smiled at the mistake that 
was being made, but it was not long 
before be became thoroughly fright­ 
ened. 
Several persons who from windows 
opposite tilt* bank had got a good view 
of the robbers swore that he was 
the lender of the gang, and later he 
was Identified as Tom Gallagher, a des­ 
perado who had for some time strick­ 
en terror Into the people of Kansas. 
Redfield had but recently moved to 
the state with his wife and two little 


However, when the fugitive had fin 
Ished the work he ran on with the 
clothes he had obtained on his arm till 
he reached a clump of trees, which he 
entered aud put them on. 
When he 
emerged It had grown quite dark, and 
he took heart, feeling that he had 
some chance of making his escape. 
But be well knew that a force from

WELDING MORE COMMON. 


Acetylene Blowpipe a Great Economy 
In Repairing Machinery. 
It would not be too much to state 
that the use of autogenous welding 
bas revolutionized motor vehicle re­ 
pairing. 
Parts which only a few years 
ago would have been thrown away as 
useless are now, thanks to the acety­ 
lene blowpipe, repaired and again put 
Into use. 
Starting first with 
the repair of 
cracked water Jackets and burning on 
broken lugs to castings, the use of the 
blowpipe has gradually extended until 
almost any work seems possible with 
I t 
The repairing of broken crank 
shafts Is now quite frequent, and It Is 
very seldom, lf the work has been prop 
eriy carried out, that the shaft breaks 
again at the welded place. 
Welding teeth Into a gear wheel; 
welding up a pressed steel frame after 
a breakage or after having been cut 
to extend the wheel base; welding on a 
scroll iron broken off In an accident; 
welding brackets on to frame, etc., are 
only a few Instances of what can be 
done. 
There Is one metal which has 
been found Impossible to deal with 
satisfactorily by welding, and thnt Is 
aluminium. This. unfortunately, is the 
metal In which the most breakages are 
found In motor vehicles.

SPECTACLE LENSES. 


Method of Tightening Glasses When 
They Become Loose. 
Bensons using spectacles are some­ 
times annoyed by a loose lens—one thnt 
persists in dropping out of the frame 
This trouble is caused by some slight 
defect In the edge grinding of the lens 
or to an Imperfection In the size of 
the eye wire of the frame. 
If the spectacles cannot be taken to 
an optician or spared to be sent for 
repair, simply place a strip of tin foil 
In the groove of the frame, reset the 
lens and trim off any tin foil that may 
remain In sight with a sharp knife. 
When this is carefully done the foil 
will not show and the lens will be 
held securely In place. 
Rimless spectacles and eyeglasses 
frequently give trouble, as the lenses 
are apt to become loose and wiggle 
disagreeably 
in 
the 
mountings 
to 
which they are attached. This trouble 
may lie traced to a loose screw, or the 
back of the straps that grasp the lens«*s 
may not be set sufficiently close to the 
lenses. 
Remove the lewises, bend the 
straps so thnt they will engage the 
edges of tho lenses properly, replace 
the screws carefully and the trouble 
will be remedied.—Popular Mechanics 


Valuable Sludge. 
The sludge of lend peroxide and sul­ 
phate which collects in course of years 
in storage batteries has a value in 
view of Its lend content, but according 
to the Zeitscrift fur Electrocherale, its 
transport to lead smelters has been 
costly and difficult on account of the 
associated acid. Washing and pressing 
are out of the question, mainly on ac­ 
count of the extremely fine state of di­ 
vision of the peroxide. According to a 
German patent (No. 23(5.343), these dlf. 
Acuities are overcome by mixing the 
sludge with slaked lime. The resulting 
mixture quickly sets to a firm cake. An 
alternative plan is to mix the sludge 
with the sulphite liquor from sulphite 
cellulose works, the lead peroxide being 
thus reduced to lead sulphate. Molasses 
may also t>e used for the reduction of 
the peroxide. In all these reactions so 
much heat is set free that much of the 
water Is evaporated.
